It is possible in nearly all sections 


of the country to grow late beets, 
late cabbage, late potatoes and tur- 
nips on ground that has already 
produced a crop of lettuce, radishes, 
beans, early peas, early potatoes, or 
some crops requiring a relatively 
short period for its maturity.

Bush and -pole beans are among 


the most valuable and dependable 
crops of the 
garden. "When

doubt what to plant—plant beans.' 


Beans thrive best in rather warm 


sandy loam but may be grown on 
almost any kind of soil. For the 
>est results the soil should not be 
oo rich in nitrogenous matter, or 
he plants will run to foliage and 
terns at the expense of the crop.
